Mr. Powers testified before the 
Warren Commission on 1 May 1964 ( see atteched ) and read- 
from his travel orders from MAD NATTC Jacksonville to the 
3380th TechTngGrp at Keesler, stated that he reported 
to the 3383rd Student Squadron for Course AB 27037 and 
upon graduation from same was awarded MOS 6/4/ . Published 
records state that Hr.
